Dear Mr Weisherg: Perhaps it is a hit early to celebrate, hut 

a syndicated article published locally this morning in our local 
press, credited to William Greider and George Lardner, Jr., of 
the Washington Post Service, indicates the attempted government 
"cover up" of basic evidence related to the Kennedy assassination, 
is about to blow wide open - undoubtedly the news sensation of the 
century. 

I presume you will already have known of this development be- 
fore I, and full credit must go to you for your patient efforts ov- 
er the past years to dig out and piece together the material evi- 
dence which now seems to have torn the "Oswald Theory" of the Ken- 
nedy assassination into shreds. 

This article, for the first time to my knowledge, establish- 
es a close relationship of CIA to planned political assassinations 
abroad, even though direct participation in the assassinations them- 
selves is still denied. Four- matters in this article I here su.m- 
marize for the benefit of others to whom cduies of this letter are 
being sent: 

1. "A former Johnson aide, Leo Janos, in a 1973 article in 
Atlantic Monthly magazine, said Johnson once declared that after he 
took office in 1964, he discovered that 'we had been operating a 
damned Murder I,,oorporated in. the Caribbean.'" "Murder. Ino." was 
of course the CIA ! 

2. A high level CIA official has stated in a "not-for-at- 
tribution" interview that "the CIA never assassinated anybody" but 
further stated he would not make "a flat statement that we never had 
anything to do with any such thing. There were some things that 
were a little close to ~he edge." 

3. ColumnisT Jack A.ncerson reported in 1971 that he had es- 
tablished that the CIA sponsored six assassination attempts in Cuba. 
the last in the spring of 1963, (President Kenneay was assassinat- 
ed on November 22, 1 963 ) . 

4. The CIA's "case officer" allegedly was "a top Mafia fig- 
ure',', John Roselli, recruited to train the assassination’ teams , and 
the teams were recruited from among the exiled Cuban colonies in 
Miami, Florida. G Gordon Liddy of Watergate fame reportedly was 
the "favorite guy" of John Roselli, according to Leslie Scherr, 
attorney for Roselli. 


It seems that all the long concealed aspects of the Kennedy 
assassination are beginning to come into focus, with evidence the 
CIA functioned directly as collaborator and sponsor of the CIA 
trained teams of hired assassins, and acted to erase or obscure 
evidence which might have led to early identification of the CIA's 
relationship to the assassination conspiracy. This, of course, 
is exactly what the evidence indicates in the Kennedy assassination, 
i.e., the planning, training and arming of the assassination team, 
and planning details of the assassins' escape by providing "fall 
guys" to make "heroes" of collaborating gendarmes of the Dallas 
Police Dppartment. 

This too might explain the puzzling indications that Lee Har- 
vey Oswald was in fact an FBI or CIA agent who might have been 
planted to be the "fall guy", or who had stumbled onto clues of 
the assassination conspiracy and had to be eliminated before he 
could testify. The indicated prior friendship of Osv/ald v/ith Of- 
ficer Tippit would have reo_uired Tippit's elimination also - no t 
by Oswal d according to eyewitnesses - but by co-operating person- 
nel of the Dallas Police Department. 

At least all this is more logical than the "Oswald Theory" 
of the Warren Commission Report !
